stereo exposures and a method of correcting 
it by Herbert C. McKay in the November, 1957 
issue of U. S. Camera magazine. This dis¬ 
cussion appears in his column “Stereo Pho¬ 
tography,” beginning on page 50. While his 
consideration perhaps is of specific inter¬ 
est to those using a single lens’camera and 
sequential exposures, it should be of gen¬ 
eral interest to stereographers. 


An additional note of information: 
In the December, 1957 issue of the 
PSA Journal, Dr. E. J. Kaston, APSA, 
wrote an article entitled. "Correct 
Exposure for Close-ups with Flash. 
This is a general discussion about 
flash but includes information about 
the increase in exposure time neces¬ 
sitated by lens extension used in 
close-up work.

CLOSE-UP PHOmSAPHY 

Members of MSC wiio were not present at 
the January meeting missed one of the most 
interesting talks and demonstrations this 
writer has had the pleasure of listening to 
for some time, Paul Darnell, our V.P and 
Chairman of the Competitions and Exhibitions 
Committee, gave a demonstration and talk on 
“Close-up Photography with the Stereo Camera" 
that was tops in interest and instructive 
value. Paul discussed, in layman's language, 
the meaning of "Diopter" with reference to 
close-up lenses; how to determine sharp 
focus when using such lenses; and finally, 
how to construct your own simple slide bar 
for use in hyper-stereo (increased interocu¬ 
lar), or hypo-stereo (decreased interocular). 

The table, worked up by Paul and handed 
out to the membersliip present, should make 
the problems of close-up photography com¬ 
paratively simple. The material presented 
showed that long hours of research were in¬ 
volved on Paul's part in gathering the ma¬ 
terial, In addition, Paul used a new tech¬ 
nique, at least this v/riter has not seen it 
used at other camera clubs. He grouped the 
audience around him in a circle in order 
that the audience could both see and hear 
everything better, 

Here's hoping more of our members start 
trying their hands at close-up work. Bring 
the slides in to the meetings and let us see 
them. Here is your opportunity to*get in¬ 
struction and criticism from our more ex¬ 
perienced members.

IKDOOR STEREO — SJEGLE LEES CAEERA AED SLIDE BAR 


A Close-Bp PhoiopBpket's Jeehni^ae

Whew I That looked too complicated for me 
to attempt. husband, Frank E. Rice, FPSA, 
had just explained about the interocular 
using a method of 30 to 1; maybe 40 to 1, 
etc. You would have to be a math expert to 
come out with a good picture if you used a 
single lens camera and a slide bar. So, I 
gave up — for FIVE MINUTES. Then I decided 
to try my own way. The experiment was suc¬ 
cessful and this is the way I now take my 
close-up stereograms. 

equipment; an elevator tripod; level . 
(very important); I^ne Ebcacta; tubes for the 
Kine; Dinky spot (for the table); and a 
stand with a photoflood light. For the back¬ 
ground, a plain blue cardboard. 

Place a piece of glass on two card tables 
set about 18" apart. This oistance of the 
card tables is unimportant, just so that it 
fits the glass. I use plain window glass 
18" by 20". Place the subject material on 
the glass. In this way the objects can be 
lighted from beneath as well as from the 
side and front. After the subject has been 
arranged to your satisfaction, try moving 
the lights around to bring out texture, 
modeling, etc. I use the Dinky spot close 
to the subject and from the side for this 

DEPTH OF FIELD 

An important thing to remember in close- 
ups, as you all know, is the depth of field 
(everything sharp from front to back). I 
have read volumes on how to accomplish this 
sharp focus throughout a close-up. 
method is as follows: 

Assume the depth of the subject from the 
front to back (not from the camera but from 
th* subject material itself) is four inches, 
^ocns about two inches into the subject or 
in the exact center of the articles to be

USIHG ADAPTER RINGS, N070FLEX, ETC. 

1 usually work six to eight inciies from 
the subject. This means using adapter rings. 
In the case of the adapter rings, keep in 
mind whenever you add rings or tubes, it is 
necessary to increase the exposure. All of 
you know this, I am sure. However, let's 
take an example, You have a reading of eight 
seconds at f:22; the subject is glass (re¬ 
flects light). You have the adapter rings 
on the camera (no additional tubes). I would 
go as high as 24 seconds at f:22 or three 
times the normal exposure. If yoa had a 
dark subject, a nature set-up of the bark 
of a tree, leaves and mushrooms, which does 
not reflect light,T would probably increase 
it to 32 seconds at f:22 or as much as four 
times the normal exposure. It is well al¬ 
ways to try different exposures and keep a 
record of them for several rolls. You will 
then know the best method to use. 

REMEMBER, however, when taking slides to 
be combined for stereo, you must not Change 
anything in the set-up or lighting, etc. 
The slides must be identical except for 
sliding the camera on the slide bar as ex¬ 
plained in the following material. 

The people using the Novoflex or exten¬ 
sion bellows have the multiplication table 
right on these attachments to show how many 
times to increase the exposure. This elimi¬ 
nates figuring to a great extent. However, 

I use the adapter rings and tubes.

The smallest apurture on the Kjne is 
f:22 and that is where I always set it for 
indoor close-ups. This will give me maximum 
depth of field. The small aperture requires 
a longer time exposure; many times I use 60 
seconds on objects that do not move. This, 
of course, depends on the light reading. 

REMEMBER to allow enough margin around 
the subject so you have the same good com¬ 
position when you put the 2 x 2's together 
for a stereo slide. The stereo mount is much 
smaller than the 2 x 2's. 

DISTANCE BETNSEN EACH SLIDE 

my formula for the distance (or inter- 
ocular) between each picture to be taken 
and combined for a stereo picture is simple; 

From Camera Lens—6" or under I/ 8 " 

8" to 12" 1/4" 

14" to 20" 1/2" 

In other words, here is a slide bar: (See 
sketch II on page 7) 

Now this is optional. You can move the cam¬ 
era either to right or left of the place 
from which you took the first picture but 
remember, if it is six inches or under from 
lens to subject, do not move the camera 
more than I/ 8 ", etc., according to the above 
scale. Actually it isn't extremely critical 
as to distance between shots — in other 
words, if you move a little more than I/ 8 " 
it won't ruin the picture but it is better 
to try to be as ac^iirate as possible when 
you start out taking the pictures. Then as 
you go along, get the accurate habit and 
chances are the pictures will be excellent 
stereo. 

After you have taken the first picture, 
be extremely careful not to move the tripod, 
lights or .subject; just slide the camera. 

1 use the level so all pictures are taken 
at the same level and leave it right on the 
back of the slide bar as I move the camera. 
Then checking, I know both shots vdll be at 
exactly the same level. 

Another excellent thing about using a 
single lens reflex for stereo pictures is 
that sometimes they are so good you want 

2 X 2's also. Then if you have taken six 
shots of the set-up, you will have either 
three excellent stereo pictures or two 
stereo pictures and two 2 x 2's. 

Frank has done beautiful close-ups with 
the Realist Camera and Portra lenses. I 
have written about my own experiences and 
formulas. It is simple and a great deal of 
fun. Try it — and good shooting I
